Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 01 February 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Independent claims 121 and 149 do not recite additional limitations and do not require further search and consideration as they were 
presented as dependent claim 140 and 152, respectively. The applicant argues that Herz to teach erasing the gathered user-requested 
content information from iTV interactions after developing the profile of the user and further disagrees with the examiner's assertion that 
erasing records is well known in the art, in that some may permanently save the gathered user-requested content information to serve as 
a backup where redundancy, rather than privacy, is a priority. 

The examiner disagrees; as U.S. Patent 5,801,747 to Bedard teaches a profile array (fig. 2) of the viewing history and removing old entries 
from the array (col. 4, II. 27-37), which reads on erasing the gathered user-requested content information from iTV Interactions after 
developing the profile of the user. 

Further, one of ordinary skill in the art would readily recognize that erasing information conserves memory resources. 
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
